They alledged they were qualified to carry it on, 
and talk’d very bold Things of their Capacity. 

‘The Companv alledged, they had always ‘carried 
on the Trade with Succefs, and: thereby had made 
it appear they were: effectually qualified to do fo 
again, tillthey were Invaded, Plandered, and their 
Frade ruined by the Incroachments of Interlopers, 
and the Injuties of Clandeftine Tade, that ‘nothing 
hasredue'd them but want of Incouragement to pre- 
fervethe Trade to them according to their Charter, 
and that the very ‘Men who ‘plexd the Fall of the 
Trade under the Companies Maro géinent, were the 
Men ‘who pull'd: it down,-———-and that all they 
pretended of their Capacity to carry on the Trade 
without the Company, was Chimerical, and without 
Foundation.

Engage to firpptie the ‘Colonies with N , and 
come to a ftated Price for them, and having their 
whole Stock fubjeéted to the Conditions of fupplying 
and fupporting the Cafties and Serer gthis on the Coat 
of Africa, which the Houfe always al'ow'd was a teal 
Security ;.4¢ the fame time they affirmed the feparate 
Traders neither offered any Security te the Nation 
in their Propofal, neither were they capable {o do. 
The Queftion chen tarning naturally tothe fepa 


rate Traders, they anfwered boldly that they were» 


able and ready to give the Houfe unqueftionable Se- 
curity for preferving the Trade, and deGring this 
might betaken for granted, they obtained a Vote 
in their Favour, and Leave to bring in their Bill; 
but ftill all the Houfe, even their own Friends in it, 
went upon the Suppofition, or Prefusmption, ratber ;
